The badly-scrambled situation in the New York metrop ­ 
olitan! area is strikingly emp hasized in a current bulletin 
from the Regional Plan Association of New York. 
This bulletin p oints out that the factory towns, where liv­ 
ing conditions are p oorest, have tht* highest p ercentage of 
children, while residential towns, where conditions are good, 
have the lowest. 
In such a manufacturing town as Perth 
Amboy, tor instance, 1G p er cent of the p op ulation is under 
20; in a residential town like East Orange, only 30 p er cent 
are under 20. 
A big city and its environs may constitute an insp iring 
p lace lor adults to live. 
But this bulletin only emp hasizes 
what has long been obvious; it is ap t to be a p retty p oor 
p lace for the youngsters.

Springfield — Amendment to the 
law concerning counties so as to en­ 
able county governments so desiring 
to create and m aintain health de­ 
partm ents and a new law carry ing 
an appropriation which would en­

in the extrem e southern end of the 
state are two measures recommend­ 
ed by Dr. Isaac D. Rawlings, state

Laws 
permitting the execution of 
these two ideas would constitute a 
forward step of the greatest import-1 
ance to the future public health pro- j 
gram of tre state, Dr. Rawlings de- 1 
clared.

found in cities", Dr. Rawlings said !

Suffering From 
Lockjaw Greatest

Most people fad to appreciate the 
d inger that may follow small wounds 
ii they are not properly treated 
Of- 
ten a child steps on a rusty nail. The 
latter is pulled 
out of the foot and 
the wound 
is perhaps treated with 
salt pork or rnercurochrome or lod.nc. 
'iho child iocs not feel much pain in 
Hie wound 
It. only hurts when he 
step on it, and as far as the ordln- 
t ry observer 
can tell healing takes 
place normally. 
Finally at the end of 


six days or two weeks the child be­ 
gins to complain 
of a little stiffness 
and slight pain in the muscles of the 
face or in 
the neighborhood of 
the 
wound 
Later on there is noticed 
a 
slight difficulty or pain on swallow­ 
ing. Then the parents begin to get 
suspicious that 
all is not well 
with 
the child and the family physican is 
summoned 
But 
relief is sought too 
late and 
lockjaw 
had developed. 
The death rate from this disease is 
>ver 50 per cert. 
If the case had 
been brought to 
the doctor's 
office at the time that 
ine wound was received and a dose of 
a ititoxin 
administered, the 
disease 
might have been aborted. 
The physical suffering in lockjaw 
i. probably greater than that of any 
ether 
known disease. The 
family 
physician nould be consulted in the 
ease of any 
wound of the feet 
or 
hr nds or 
a punctured wound in any 
part 
of the body. 
Wounds of 
any 
Kind, whether large or small, may be 
followed by lockjaw. 
It was former­ 
ly very common after Foutrh of July 
rccidents because the germs are pres­ 
ent in gun powder. The germ is also 
present in the soil and in the manure 
cf the horse 
The disease is, there­ 


fore contracted through wounds con­ 
taminated with 
particles of 
dust, 
earth or clothing. Certain soils con­ 
tain very 
many lockjaw germs and 
ethers very few. 
An interesting case was that of a 
woman who stepped on a rusty nail 
and developed lockjaw two weeks la­ 
ter. At the operation it was found 
that a part of the sole and the lining 
of the shoe >^ad been driven into the 
the foot and the germs were found 
there. 
She 
recovered 
after a very 
etormy illness of two weeks. 
The disease is accompanied by con- 
vu Is Jons t fiat are very distressing for 
the family to observe, and the pa­ 
tients suffering is intense. The best 
advice to give to parents is to con­ 
sult the family physician in all cases 
G penetrat'r.g wounds.
